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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(1) states, "the 
list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate 
paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on form 
PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 1 50 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means", "said," and "comprises" should be 
avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in 
deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 
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3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of the use of legal 
phraseology "comprises" in line 1. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 2 
line 8 and page 4 line 2, it appears that "switched circuit" should be replaced with -- 
switching circuit-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: in line 3, it appears 
that "switched circuit" should be replaced with -switching circuit-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sims. 
Sims discloses in the embodiment of Figs 2-3, a fog/smoke filled bubble blower 

[machine device 10] comprising: a housing [fuselage 15] attached to a battery box 
[enclosure 16], exhaust fan [automatic air blower, col 5 line 44], fog fluid reservoir 
[smoke generating chamber 24], fog chamber [flexible portion 83], heating element 
assembly [filament 42], nozzle [conduit 20], and bubble wand [aperture 22], so that 
when fog fluid from the fog fluid reservoir reaches the heating element assembly, the 
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fog fluid is vaporized in the fog chamber, and when the bubble wand is dipped into 
bubble solution, and the exhaust fan is activated, fog is sucked out of the fog chamber 
and forced through the nozzle and through the bubble wand, forming a bubble which is 
filled with fog [col 3 lines 4-23]. 

Sims may not specifically disclose an electric motor having switching circuits. 
However, Sims discloses that it would have been obvious to use an automatic air 
blower to replace manual air bellows [col 5 lines 42-43], Furthermore, one of ordinary 
skill in the art would recognize that such an automatic air blower system would 
inherently encompass an electric motor. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide the device of Sims with an 
electric motor having switching circuits in order to have a simple and effective device for 
generating fog/smoked filed bubble.
